one fide of a Street, you ſhall have a Nunnery, or Cloiſter of Vir 
gins; on the other tide a'Sty of Courtizans. One day you ſhall 
have them all in Macks,with all manner of Obſcenencts and Folly. 
that can be imagined,or thecorrupr nature of man dcfire; the day: 
following they will be all in Proccfſons, whipping rhemſclves un- 
till the bloud commerh.On one Door you ſhall have Excommuni- 
cations, ttrowing Souls and Bodics to H<!] : on another Door, a 
Jubilec, or tull Diſcharge of a!l Villanics, Murthers, Fornication, 
Drunkenneſ3,Swcaring, Forſwearing, Poyſoning ; in a word, all. 
manner of {in, Leudnets, and Irapiety : They. were led tothis Po- 
licy by the hand of Confeffions ; by thar means they come to diſ- 


 ccrn the nature of Mankind in general. They do not hold it ſafe to 
reſtrain any of thcſe Hnrors,lit it ſhould cauſc Ervprions, and 


make their Subjects teck ſome other way for to vent them inzſo thar. 
theſe Oriers are as Sinks ro reccive the Humors, They have not 
the ſword of the Spirit to deſtroy Vice, nor che Word of Truth:

any thing cither Sacred or Prophane, no Vertue or Vice almoſt, 
nothing of kow contrary condition ſoever, which the Church of 
Rome maketh not in ſome ſort or other to ſerve Her turn,that each 
fancy may be ſatisfied, and each appetite find what to feed on. 
Whatſoever their Wealth can ſway with its Lovers;or volunta- 
ry Poverty with the deſpiſers of the World ; what Honour with 
the Ambitious ; what Obedience with the Humble ; whar grear 
Imployments with ſtirring or Martial ſpirits ; as the Orders of 
Knights, that of Rhodes, St, John of Jeruſalem, thole now of Malta, 
thar of the Knights of St. Morrrs, and St. Lazare amongſt the Sa- 
voyards, cſtabliſhed by Pope Alexander the fourth, 1644. the 
Knights of rhe Order of the Dog and Cock in Fravce. The firſt 
were to wear a Collar full of Stags heads, with the Image of a 
Dog to l:ang thercon,to fignify fidelity; theſe followed Philip the 
firſt,King of Fraxce in his Wars : Thoſe of the Cock, fignifizd 
watchfulncfs, and had a Cock for their Blazon, for that the An- 
tients accounted it to be a Bird of Mars:TheOrder of the Knights 
of the Ginzt in Frazce: The Order of the Knights of the Lel7,in the 
Realm of Nawar : The Order of Knights of St. Mary in Jer:ſalem, 
- 'of St. John of Accony and of St, Thomas, of St. Saviour in Arragon, 
Knights of 24ouztjoy in Syria: The Order of Knights of the Glo- 
rious Virgin in /taly : The Order of the Kuights of the Golden 
Heece in the Houſcs of Burgundy and Aiſtria,with above 200 more 
Orders of Kaights roo large here to be mentioned, Theſe Orders 
are for their Metall'd and Active ſpirits. Alfo, they have thcir 
perpetual proviſions, for their Heavy and Reſtive Bodics in their

Her Image giving 
Mk on the Day of the Nativity, conveyed by ſmall Tinn Pipes 
at a great diſtance, begor the admiration in the people, and an 
Implicit faith of all chcſe wonders. A ſubtil Jeſuire ſhall .make 
his abode five or ſix years more or Icfs, being blind (at lcaft ſeem 
ſo to be) by Dying the inner <kin cf the Eye, by a water diſtil- 
led from a certain Hcrb, 'nor fit tobe mentioned here 3 or ſeem 
Lame, or Leprozed ; or otherwiſe by Guz-:oads Art of raiſing an 
artificial Leproſy, now uſed among ſome Beggars, to move com- 
paſhon in the Charitable, When tie is well known, be ſhall come

of the Chnrch of Rome know the truth of thar faying, therefore 
they uſe all means poſſible ro increaſe the faith of their Partents or 
Clyents ; which makerh their cure more- certain and cafy, Ir is 
known to Phyſitians, thar feyeral Diſtempers are cured by rhe 
firengrhof Imagination, as wellas feveral Natures are ſubj.&cd 
to ſeveral Diſtcmpers by Imagination, As intime of Peſtilence ; 
many that would dye of other diſcaſes than what was prepared 
by the Humors, or Diſorders in nature. The Fear and Imagination. 
of the party diſtempcred, is asa. mould: tro caſt the' form of 'the 
thing feared in :. thonghothers do dye of it, being preparcd, as 
tindcr is apt matter for fire ; ſo they more aptly are ſubje& to the 
Influences operating ar that time, God makerh uſe 'of fecont 
means, atthoughrhat of the Plague be an immediate ;difpenfariort 
from Hitn, and'ts as it were athing diſtin from. and other than, 
the ordinary workings of Nature. = 

The Church of Rex are very well acquainted,. and do much 
ſtudy Natural Magick,and are vcry good Proicients thereingas in. 
many hundred caſes,thcy may be traced intheir Legends as moſt 


of all which may be performed by the natural Magical Art,though

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Camparella's Diſcourſe, (one of that Order.) routhing the' Spaniſh: 
Monarchy, Chap. 25. He adviſcth the King of Spaix,- inthe latrer 


End of che Raign of Queen Elrzateth,' in theſe words, New as con- 
cerning the weakniug of the Englith, there cau 10 better. way poſſibly be 
found out, than by cauſing diviſion aud diſſention amongſtthemy and t 

continual keeping up the ſame ;. which will quickly furmſh the Spaniſh 
Crown, or the Charch with more opportunities and advantages than the 
power of great Armies can procure or produce : - As for the Religion of 
that people, it is that of Calvin, though wery much moderated, and not 
ſo Rigid, and Auſtere as it is at Geneva'; which yet' cannot be ſo eaſily 
extinguiſhed or rooted out there; unleſs there were ſome certain Schools 
ſet up in Flanders, with which people, the Engliſh have great dealing 
and Commerce : by means of which there ſhould be ſcattered abroad. the 
Seeds of Schiſm and Diviſion, tn the natural. Sciences ;. as namely, be- 
twixt the Stoicks, Peripateticks, and Telefians, by which the Errour 


of the Calviniſts zz7ght be made manifest :. For the tyuth is, That Set 


1s diametrically contrary to the: Rules of Policy ;: for they teach, that 
whether a man do well or ill,. he doth all by. divine” Impulſion ;' which 


Plato demonſtrates againſt Homer, tobe oppoſite to all ſounder '- Policy, 


which ſayes, T hat every man hath free Liberty of Will, etther to do well 


or ill ;- $6 that it ts in: 0ur power to do.and obſerve whatever is romman- 


ded, and from hence we are to expe# our Reward or Puniſhment ; accor- 
ding as T have taught 112 my Dralogne touching. Policy, where 1. have 
diſcoprſed of this Point, though but briefly ; which they, ſince' they hawe 
become Hereticks, are grown ſomewhat ſubtill in';and--ytt"' being of a 
Natare that is ftll deans of Novelties and Change, they are. eafily 
wrought over to any thing. | | SEES 
Here may be difcerned what advantage they have over: us: in 
ref pect of Religion; and rhe Reader may-perteivethe Order and 
Working of theſe Polititians ;- who lay-theit:Defigns deep : they 
ſtudy Men, their Minds, Obje&s, Cauſes, andrheir-Effedts, - and 
the Effects of Effeds, ad ifinitum : They (and they only) have 
lulled this Nation into ſo many-ſeveral Lethargies and Sleeps ; 
whercin, Thoſe of this perſwaſton dream, - they: only are 'in the 
truth, and all others in Errors ; S@thoſe of another, ;do "the ike 


of the former, . 
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And thus the Jeſuit hath divided us, by his obſerving the ſeve- 
ral Humors of the Engliſh Nation ; thoſe that are more Auſtere, 
as the Presbyterian ; thoſe that are more pure, as the Indepen- 
dent, or ſeparate Churches ; the Anabapriſts, as holy and ſelc&, 
and as cork ſer apart from the World, by their Submiſſion to 
that Ordinance of Baptiſm, ar yearsof Diſcretion : The Diffe- 
rence is not much material, yet the Jeſuic maketh uſe of theſe 
Diſtinctions, to carry on his deſign, by promoting of every one 
of them, and by keeping them ar an caven poyſe ; and ſometimes 
again ſub livide, that thercby, whilſt he divideth them that are 
moſt near to the Truth, he may work the better upon thoſe that 
are ofa baſer Mind and Humor, and that will receive more groſs 
Principles,m:oreremore from the Truth : And thoſe he practiſeth 
upon ſuch who havenota ſpirit of diſcerning, bur have ſome 
Aﬀeciion to devotion, as on the Secker and the Quaker z more 
loſer Principles on the Familiſts and Ranters ; merrier and pret- 
ty-conceited Devotions amongſt the Roſicrucians,and Plalteriits, 
or Halilujaiſts,or Singers ; ſo of many others : Bur he ſometimes 
muſt makeuſe of Truth, and the wayes of Truth, to gain advan- 
tages in his Deſign ; as the Devils in the poſſeſſed, faid, what 
hawe we to do with thee, Jeſus of Nazareth ; thou Son of the mo#f# 
High God? The Devil acknowledged Chriſt to be the Son of 
God, in defign ; for rhe People ſeeing him to be acknowledged 
by the Devils, they drew this Concluſion, That he did caſt our 
Devils by the Power of Zelzebab, the Prince of Devils : the De- 
vils would never have confeſſed, that he was the Son of God,but 
fo produce that contrary Effe& : So the Jeſuir doth not promote, 
or caſt himſelf undcr, thoſe forms that are true,or near the Truth, 
to any other end than to produce thoſe contrary Effcets before 
premiſed, 2/2. to divide and ſubdivide, to render the Churches 
left formidable or powerful in oppoſing the Church of Rome ; 
if not ſubvert them, and bring them back ro the Obcdicnce of the 
Church of Rome. Thar this 15 certain, and not taken up upoi 
conjecture, is evident, by the pratiſe of Thomas Ramſy, of the 
order of Jeſus, who joyncd with a gathered Church at Hexam, 
in the North of England, under this pretence, That he __ a 
” Tew, 
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oſeph Ben Iſrael ;, his particular 
ſtruions was to infinuate theDofrine of Free-Will,the which 
he did accompliſh, and carryed on with a High hand, untill he 
was diſcovered; detedted, and caſt into Priſon : Onhethar got 
more than ordinary advantages of Familiarity, obtained of him Ne 
© Diſcovery of many ſecrets in the Policy of the* Jeſuits 
practice, ſome of which are theſe 3 The waies that they practiſe 
in their Scminaries, ro bring up youth, and render them fit for 
the intended Imployments,they put them upon,are; They, Firſt ob- 
{ſcrvethe Gezzus of the Party, and obſerving the peculiar Gifts he 
is naturally indowed with, they fir him only for that ſervice; he 
learnerh ſome Trade (to hide and blind his Order,) which he 
practiſeth ; by this means he becometh Eminent amongſt thoſe of 
thar perſwalſion he cafterh himſelf into :and,to pur him into ſuch a 
condition, that he may be freed from the ftings of Conſcience, 
they firſt teach him to ſwear, curſe, damn, and forſwear ; and 
tmmediately to implore the Throne of Grace, with all pious:De- 
votion imaginable : By this means they become flexible, and fir 
for any deſrgn that lyeth before them to promote ; and if Conſci- 
ence {till ſhould purſue themgtheir Pardons help at a dead lift. 
And this they warrant from that Maxim, Thar no way is to be 
. refuſed, whercby the Felicity and Peace of che Ehurch of Reme 
is to be promored and ſccured : Let it be by any means whatfo- 
ever, lawful or unlawful. Theſe things conſidered, How much 
doth ir bckoove all that truly fear God, or have ary true ſincere 
Religion in their breaſt, to deteſt and decline the thought.of con- 
demning this Form, or that z in regard Religion dotir not lye in 
Forms, but in the powerful praiſe of all Holineſſe, and godly 
Converſation ; and therefore conſent to ſome Natural Harmony, 
or Form neceſſary to the Truth, that the union thereof may be 
ſach, as it may be able to make head againſt the Church of Rome's. 
deſigns, and the Projeds of the Devil ; elſe we ſhall continually, 
be divided and ſubdivided, till at laſt we ſhall neither have form 
or ſubſtance lefr, and be hurried into. all manner of Confuſion, 
The Truth of which is to be ſcenar this dayamongſt us : How do. 
| the giddy and unſtable, run out of one thing into another LIT

ew, and gave himſelf his name, 
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Devil and Jcſuir can fcarcely invent that which hath either: ſecy 
2 Fane Order ih it, Fo. enough,or ſo faſt, as giddy People 
chat wcre never well principl-d.in Religion, are ready to be led 
away captive by poyſonous Notions that are daily diſtilled 
amongſt them, to the ruine of their own Souls, and co the diſho- 
nour of God: Who, ſo ſoon as they are tainted by thoſe deluſi- 
ons, immediately think themſelves illuminared by Divine Light, 
as we {ce by. ſad Experience at this day amongſt us, by People 
that yield Obedience, and ſubmur to all manner of Delutions,and 
conform to them as Impulſes from on High ; which is nothing elſe 
bur the Effe&s of depraved minds, agitared, illuminated, and 
acted by the Evil One, | | 
The Artof the Jeſuits is manifeſt : Another way which ſer- 
veth them to great purpoſe, is, the looſening of Pcople from Prin- 
ciples; and when effected, diſtil] Notions to purſue after the diſ- 
covery of new Lights, and inftcad of meeting with that which is 
Light, thcy cloſe with what ſuiteth ro their corrupt Minds or 
Ends : The Inferiour ſort of every Perſwaſion, when the Jeſuir 
hath diſtilled his poyſons amongſt them, receive the Notions and 
Principles as Truth,and many of them worſhip under thoſe Forms 
and Notions, as in Spirit and Truth, Thechict of maſtof them 
do joyn with them our of corrupt Ends, to be Head of the Fadii- . 
ons, to cxcrciſe a kind of Domination, which is delightful to - 
mankind : ſo that the Jeſuit doth no more than firit diltull a Poy- 
ſonous Notion, and nurſeit, and defend it, till itbe indifferent 
confiderable : when accomplithed, it will ſubſiſt of ic ſelf, and 
pur it ſelf into Form and Order. Then when he hath done that 
by Error, if that ſhould grow too faſt, he allaycth ir, by ſubdivi- 
ding of it by ſome true Notion, or ſome other erronious Notion, 
which are cqually alike to the Jeſuir, for that the.end of his de- 
ſign is, Divides When he bath devided and caſt a Nation into 
many and various Forms, he hath accompliſhed and arrived to his 
End; then,it hecan Procure, Foment, or Stirr up DuffatisfaQion 
and Jealouſies berwixt the Intereſts, there he keeperh them in 
continual cbbing and flowing ; and naturally every. Perſwaſion

Campazelia did give the King of Spaz2 the beſt advice to praQtiſe 
this kind of Policy ; yea, he commendeth it before the oppoſing 
of En2land by Arms. The xcaſon why he choſe the Doctrine of 
Free-will to be firſt fet on Foot in Exglazd, was, becauſe thar 
Opinion concluderth Man to bea tree Agent, which looſeneth and 
frecth the Diſciples thercot from more firm and founder Princi- 
ples, and prepareth them to feek after new Lights ; and when 
once arrived to this degree, immediately rhcy turn Enthuſiaſts, 
who pretend, or think that all they do, is done by the Spirit, and 
that thcy are attended by the Spirit of Revelation : Our Quaker 1s 
much peſtered with the Malignant Influence of this Opinion. 
The Jeſuir, by this means, doth nor only divide People, as to 
Religion, and thereby render them lefſe formidable againſt the 
Church of Roxze, bur alſo,bringing an evil Report upon the Pro- 
tcftant Religion, diſuniteth the affeions of the Profeſſors there- 
of, and canſeth Jealoulies, Heart-butnings, and Animofities, One 
againſt the other ; and takerh them off from the Power of Religi- 
en, to defend Forms and Diftintions : and, that which is worſt 
of all, thereby increaſcrh ſo-many diſtin and different Intereſts 
of State, as there are conſiderable pcrſwaſions in a Common- 
wealth. When a Pcrfwaſion is grown up to be conſiderable, it 
giveth occaſion for Factions in State ; Thereby, ſome ambitious 
men will become the Heads of this or that FaQtion, and by the 
Powcr of the FaQtion they Head, become Mighty. | 
Now, if a State be led by ſuch Principles ; VV at wickedneſs 
ſhall not itbe led into > VVhar Villanics ſhall nor tiicy attempt >? 
VVhar ſo Sacred, that thcy ſhall not Violate >: Or, what Intereſt 
or Right will not they invade > Whar thall limit chem, if they 
find opportunity to attempt the accompliſhing,or the attaining to 
their dcfire > Miſerable is that Nation that is ſubject ro ſuch In- 
conveniences; that are poyſoned with Opinions: The Worldis 
miſtaken, when t:ey apprehend, thar t:.c Jeſvir worketh imme- 
gdiatcly in Councels to produce Turns and Changes of Stare ; No 
but he worketh by remote Cauſes, ſuch as are here before =.

Lherefore it behooveth all Chrittian Stares ro endeavour 
to fortihe themſelves with Union's When a Stare hath 
arrived ro confiſtency, its Form and Orderzis a barr to the Jeſuits 
Opcrations. Thoſe States that are divided, have no mcans to 
ſtay themſelves from falling down the precipice of incvitable 
Ruine, | The'Jefuir doth nor only operate by dittilling Norions in 
Religion, bur alſo in affairs of State ; 'as for Example,in the Cafe 
of our Controverſies between the Late King and ttc Parliament; 
the Parliament made Warr with Him, becauſe thar: the difcon- 
rentsof the People did bear them up, and inablcd them fo to do; 
the which di{contents were heightned by the jcſuit. When the 
Warr was Ended, and the King overcome in; the Field ; it is 
evident, that the Jeſuit ſtirred up thoſe Sons of Belial to ſtain 
their Hands with his Sacred Blood; the Jeſuit alſodid practiſe 
and endeavour to incline the People to a Commonwealth : bur in 
its Infancy alſo he endeavoured to ſtifle it, and prevent irs ariving 
to a confiſtency, leſt it ſhould be too firm and heavy for him to 
move, Alſo it is his deſign ro endeavour -the altcring of a. 
Commonwealth again into a Monarchy, and a Monarchy thar'ts 
erected our of a-Commonwealth-into an Oligarchy ; not that any 
one of rhe forms of Goverment: will be more Subſervient to his 
deſign than any other, bur that he'may alwayes pra&iſe Changes : 
by watch means a Proteſtant State is exerciſed with ſtrugling In- 
tereſts within it ſelf, ſo thar ir ſhall. be leſs formidable and: dan- 
gerous to the Catholike States |

I ſhall add one thing more of Camparella, Chap. 18, Advice to 


the Kin2 of Spain, | 

Neither would I have this one thing to be omitted ; namely, that He ere 
certain Colledges through all the Provinces of his Domintons,in which (hopld 
b> placed all the moſt Ingenicus Boyes of the (aid Provinces; (and who are 
ſuch, may eafily be known, by their fictt Maiters,that taught chem their Gram- 
mers, and other the Firlt Rudiments) and theſe, being thus culled ont of all 
Gramwer-Schools, I would have to be brought up,and maintained at the Kings 
Charge; and there ſhould be a New Order ſer up of them, like char of Sr. Do- 
mmick,; which Order 1 would have called, The c Auſtrian Order, And when 
any of theſe were come to be 18 years old, they ſhould then be commanded jto 
P:each: and rheſe I would have to be called, The Kings Preachers ; 3nd they 
ſhould then be ſen: abroad; ſome into Germany, and others into England : 
where, if they have managed their buſine(s rightly, and well; attbeir return 
they (hould have Biſhop-ricks conferred apon them by the King, of thoſe that 
acc in the Kings own Gift : for, by ſo doing, he ſhill render himſelf ſecure, 
both from the Pope, and alſo zg1inft all perfidious Preachers and: Hereticks ; 
and by chis means ſuch perſons ouly ſhall be maintained ar His Charge, as do 
him ſervice for it, and advance His affairs. 

This is an evident Demonſtration of the Pra&tiſcs of the 
Church of Xoxe ; and it would not be amiſs, if that ſomething 
of the like nature were undertaken ſor the Church and State. of 
England. Chelſey-Colledge Erccd, might be of uſc,and become 
a good Expedicnt againit the underminings of the Church of 
Rome ; the Hinderers of that Work, were no Fricnds to the 
Church of Ezgland. How far any can be deemed a Fricnd to 
Churchor State that is a Reman Cattolick, is a great Queſtion : 
For that all Pretences, Oaths, Abjurations (what not > ) in their 


Opinion may be abſolved by the Pope: If ſo, what can a Pro-. 


celtant Prince or State expe from them 2 they may be Friends to 
Him in a degree, fefs or more, as their Intereſt ſhall lead them, 


and not otherwiſe,
